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EVERY  DAY,  all  over  the  world,  men  and 
women,  boys  and  girls  meet  the  challenge 
of  great  emergencies  that  human  lives  may  be 
saved.  A  dozen  passengers  are  dumped  into  mid- 
ocean  when  the  motors  of  an  air  transport  fail. 
A  nearby  freighter  responds  to  the  SOS  and 
its  crew  risk  their  own  lives  in  the  rescue  .  .  . 
Fire  steals  its  way  into  a  tenement  building, 
but  all  are  carried  to  safety  by  the  city's  fire- 
fighters ...  A  score  of  miners  are  trapped  in 
the  bowels  of  the  earth  and  the  world  holds  its 
breath  while  frantic  efforts  are  made  to  pene- 
trate to  their  prison  before  it  is  too  late  ...  A 
lad  breaks  through  the  ice  while  skating,  but 
his  young  friends  quickly  form  a  human  chain 
and  pull  him  out  .  .  . 

All  of  us  thrill  as  newspaper  and  radio  tell 
of  these  dramatic  rescues.  Hero  medals  are 
awarded  as  the  world  applauds,  and  our  faith 
in  man's  nobility  and  his  power  to  rise  to 
heights  of  grandeur  becomes  more  firm. 

But  not  all  the  thrilling  rescues  of  human 
lives  are  told  in  headlines  or  via  ether  waves. 
In  fact,  most  of  them  are  not.  And  nowhere  in 
all  the  world  is  the  struggle  of  life  against  death 


waged  more  dramatically  or  with  greater  con- 
secration to  its  victorious  outcome  than  in  the 
hospital— ready  at  any  hour  of  day  or  night  to 
enlist  its  every  resource  of  personnel  and  facil- 
ities that  life  may  go  on. 

Rarely  do  headlines  and  radio  newscaster  tell 
of  the  dramatic  life-saving  which  is  a  part  of 
the  day's  work  in  the  hospital.  No  medals  are 
awarded  to  those  whose  quick  thinking  and 
ceaseless  vigil  win  uncounted  victories  over 
death  day  after  day  and  year  after  year.  Nor 
do  the  principals  in  the  hospital's  life-saving 
drama  want  headlines  or  medals.  All  they  want 
is  a  "supporting  cast"  whose  loyalty  and  gen- 
erosity will  provide  the  hospital  theater  with 
all  essential  properties  and  take  care  of  box 
office  deficits  resulting  from  free  admissions. 

For  nearly  fifty- six  years  The  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  has  been  a 
theater  for  the  drama  of  life  against  death. 
Many  have  played  the  same  parts  in  the  sup- 
porting cast  year  after  year,  but  unfilled  roles 
are  always  available  to  any  who  wish  to  have 
a  part  in  the  drama  ''That  Life  May  Go  On."

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FOR  more  than  half  a  century  Presbyterian 
Hospital  has  helped  Rush  Medical  College 
(now  a  part  of  the  University  of  Chicago) 
train  men  and  women  to  engage  in  life  saving 
as  a  life  work.  In  fact,  the  Hospital  was  con- 
ceived through  the  desire  of  Chicago's  oldest 
medical  school  for  adequate  clinical  teaching 
facilities.  Born  as  a  child  of  a  great  Christian 
denomination,  in  fifty-six  years  the  Hospital  has 
afforded  to  nearly  350,000  patients  the  scientific 
benefits  accruing  from  its  affiliation  with  Rush 
Medical  College  and  Central  Free  Dispensary. 

All  members  of  the  Hospital  Medical  Staff  are 
members  of  the  Faculty  of  the  College  and  all 
are  on  the  staff  of  the  Dispensary — the  out- 
patient clinical  teaching  center  of  the  College. 

The  picture  on  the  opposite  page  was  taken 
at  one  of  the  operative  clinics  which  are  held 
regularly  in  the  Hospital.  Each  year  hundreds 
of  patients  who  lack  means  to  pay  for  surgical 
and  hospital  care  lend  themselves  to  the  cause 
of  medical  education  and  receive  the  best  that 
surgical  and  nursing  skill  can  provide. 

However,  Presbyterian  Hospital  does  not  re- 
strict its  charity  work  to  clinic  patients,  and 
no  patient  becomes  the  object  of  special  clinical 
study  without  his  consent.  On  the  other  hand,  all 
patients  admitted  to  the  Hospital  are  benefited 
by  the  continuous  clinical  study  and  research  car- 
ried on  in  the  Hospital,  College,  and  Dispensary. 

These  three  closely  affiliated  institutions 
serve  not  only  as  teaching  centers  for  medical 
students  but  also  function  effectively  as  health 


education  and  preventive  agencies.  Readily 
available  opportunities  for  medical  consultation 
facilitate  early  diagnosis  and  treatment,  which 
often  prevent  serious  illness.  Health  education 
work  touches  not  only  the  patient  but  also  his 
family  and  friends,  because  people  are  never 
more  interested  in  health  measures  than  when 
illness  afflicts  them  or  someone  near  to  them. 

The  importance  of  these  institutions  as  life- 
saving  and  health-building  centers  is  emphasized 
by  the  fact  that  more  than  40,000  different 
patients  were  cared  for  last  year — nearly  30,000 
in  the  clinics  of  the  Dispensary  and  11,497  in 
Presbyterian  Hospital  beds — while  visits  of  pa- 
tients to  Dispensary  clinics  and  Hospital  exam- 
ining rooms  exceeded  223,000.  Patients  referred 
to  the  Hospital  by  the  Dispensary  numbered 
1,810,  of  whom  1,136  were  children. 

During  1938,  the  Hospital  admitted  2,225  free 
patients  and  6,090  part-pay  patients — an  aver- 
age of  six  free  and  sixteen  part-pay  patients 
daily.  The  total  cost  of  this  free  work  was 
$171,680.89.  This  large  sum  does  not  include 
the  services  given  generously  to  free  and  part- 
pay  patients  by  members  of  the  Hospital  Medi- 
cal Staff,  who  also  donate  their  services  to  out- 
patients treated  at  Central  Free  Dispensary.  In 
addition,  sixty- two  members  of  the  Hospital 
Medical  Staff  and  the  Rush  Medical  College 
Faculty  fill  appointments  on  the  Staff  of  Cook 
County  Hospital,  giving  free  service  to  thou- 
sands of  patients  each  year  in  that  institution. 
Truly,  life  saving  is  their  life  work. 
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THE  strategic  location  of  Presbyterian  Hospital  as 
a  life-saving  and  community  health  center  is 
emphasized  by  its  easy  accessibility  from  railroad 
stations,  airport,  and  all  sections  of  the  city  and 
suburbs  by  street  car,  bus,  "L,"  and  boulevard,  and 
its  close  proximity  to  state,  county,  and  other  medi- 
cal institutions  which  are  its  neighbors  in  the  West 
Side  Medical  Center. 

The  University  of  Illinois  and  the  State  Public 
Welfare  Department  group  in  the  West  Side  Medical 
Center  now  represents  an  investment  of  close  to 
$6,000,000.  The  new  building  for  the  Neuro-Psy- 
chiatric  Institute  of  Illinois  to  be  erected  in  1939 
will  increase  this  investment  by  $1,250,000.  The 
educational  and  public  welfare  program  maintained 
here  by  the  State  costs  around  $1,000,000  annually. 
Besides  the  College  of  Medicine  with  637  students 
this  year  in  its  undergraduate  classes  and  143  in  its 
post-graduate  school,  the  University  of  Illinois  group 
includes:  College  of  Pharmacy  with  224  students, 
College  of  Dentistry  with  214  students,  Research 
and  Educational  Hospitals  with  415  beds  and  28 
bassinets,  Dispensary  with  140,000  visits  last  year, 
Illinois  Surgical  Institute  for  Children,  and  the  In- 
stitute for  Juvenile  Research.  On  the  faculty  of  the 
College  of  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Illinois  are 
a  number  of  Rush  graduates  and  former  Presby- 
terian interns,  among  them  the  dean  of  the  College. 

Presbyterian  Hospital's  nearest  neighbor  is  Cook 
County  Hospital,  the  largest  institution  of  its  kind 
in  the  world.  Last  year  in  the  3,300  beds  of  its 
general  and  special  units,  75,223  patients  received 
an  aggregate  of  1,096,303  days'  care.  Follow-up  care 
of  discharged  patients  and  other  out-patient  service 
involved  245,825  visits  to  the  institution.  Total 
expenditures  were  .$4,147,427.  Buildings  and  grounds 
now  occupied  are  valued  at  approximately  $9,223,000. 

Since  1917  the  School  of  Medicine  of  Loyola 
University  has  been  maintained  in  its  present  loca- 
tion in  the  West  Side  Medical  Center,  and  in  1923 
the  Chicago  College  of  Dental  Surgery  (established 
in  1882  at  1747  West  Harrison  Street)  became  a  part 
of  Loyola  University.  Loyola  medical  students  num- 
ber 355;  dental  students,  275. 


Schools  of  Nursing  maintained  in  the  West  Side 
Medical  Center  by  Presbyterian,  Cook  County,  and 
University  Hospitals  have  an  annual  enrolment  of 
894  students.  Twenty-nine  schools  for  nurses  in 
Chicago  and  elsewhere  send  students  to  Cook  County 
School  of  Nursing  for  affiliated  training  in  special 
fields.  That  school  also  offers  a  post-graduate  course 
in  nursing  and  a  course  for  dietitians.  More  than 
1,000  graduate  nurses  are  employed  in  the  hospitals 
and  dispensaries  of  the  West  Side  Medical  Center. 

On  the  attending  and  associate  medical  staffs  of 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  are  more  than  600  phy- 
sicians and  surgeons,  many  of  whom  are  known 
nationally  and  not  a  few  internationally. 

In  addition  to  1314  medical  students  at  Rush, 
Illinois,  and  Loyola,  more  than  700  interns,  resident 
doctors,  and  other  graduate  students  receive  train- 
ing each  year  in  the  hospitals  and  dispensaries. 

Medical  students  in  this  area  find  in  Cook  County 
Hospital  opportunities  for  firsthand  clinical  study 
of  all  varieties  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  sup- 
plementing to  good  advantage  the  clinical  work 
afforded  in  the  hospitals  staffed  by  medical  school 
faculties.  Sixty-two  members  of  Rush  faculty  con- 
duct clinical  courses  in  Cook  County  Hospital.  As 
the  larger  of  the  two  voluntary  hospitals  in  this 
area,  Presbyterian  Hospital  offers  to  private  patients 
not  only  the  benefits  accruing  from  its  own  teach- 
ing and  research  program  in  affiliation  with  Rush 
Medical  College  but  also  those  afforded  through  its 
close  proximity  to  state  and  county  institutions  of 
the  West  Side  Medical  Center. 

Cultural,  recreational,  and  character  development 
activities  are  sponsored  in  this  area  by  numerous 
agencies,  including  the  West  Side  Professional  Schools 
Y.M.C.A.,  Westminster  Center  at  the  Third  Presby- 
terian Church,  the  West  Side  Branch  of  the  Y.W.C.A., 
and  churches  of  various  denominations. 

The  movement  for  park,  boulevard,  and  other 
improvements  has  the  backing  of  business  men's 
organizations  and  other  civic-minded  groups.  Indi- 
cations are  that  a  greater  West  Side  will  emerge  in 
the  not-distant  future,  to  the  advantage  of  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital,  its  neighbors,  and  those 
whom  these  institutions  serve. 
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AT  THE  fifty-sixth  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
on  January  18,  1939,  luncheon  was  served  to 
forty-eight  members  and  guests.  The  Reverend 
Russell  L.  Dicks,  chaplain,  gave  the  invocation,  and 
Mr.  John  McKinlay,  president  of  the  Board  of 
Managers,  presided  over  the  meeting. 

Messrs.  Albert  D.  Farwell,  James  B.  Forgan,  Alfred 
E.  Hamill,  Charles  H.  Hamill,  Solomon  A.  Smith, 
and  Dr.  John  Timothy  Stone  were  re-elected  Man- 
agers, to  serve  in  the  Class  of  1942,  and  Mr.  Philip 
R.  Clarke  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  in  I  lie 
Class  of  1941. 

Reports  as  presented  by  Mr.  John  McKinlay, 
president  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  Mr.  Asa  S. 
Bacon,  superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  and  Miss  May 
L.  Russell,  acting  director  of  The  School  of  Nurs- 
ing, are  printed  on  pages  8,  10,  and  34.  A  sum- 
mary of  the  auditors'  report  appears  on  pages  22,  23. 

Mr.  Solomon  A.  Smith,  treasurer,  reported  that 
the  Hospital  closed  the  year  with  an  operating  loss 
of  $60,424.56,  compared  with  a  profit  of  $1,891.52 
for  the  previous  year.  He  called  attention  to  the 
average  cost  per  patient  day  in  1938,  which  amounted 
to  $9.56,  compared  with  $9.01  in  1937. 

Miss  Dorothy  Rogers,  the  new  director  of  The 
School  of  Nursing  and  superintendent   of  nurses, 


was  introduced.  She  said  she  felt  that  in  returning 
to  Presbyterian  she  was  coming  back  home,  and  in 
pledging  herself  to  carry  on  the  ideals  and  principles 
established  by  Miss  McMillan  she  asked  for  the  con- 
tinued loyal  support  of  the  Medical  Staff,  the  Board 
ot  Managers,  and  the  Woman's  Board. 

Dr.  Vernon  C.  David,  president  of  the  Medical 
Board,  expressed  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
the  Staff  receives  from  the  Board  of  Managers  and 
various  other  hospital  organizations.  He  stressed 
the  necessity  for  a  sound  educational  program  if  the 
Hospital  is  to  remain  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  city 
in  its  field  of  endeavor  and  a  nationally  known  insti- 
tution. Only  through  a  sound  educational  program 
can  the  Hospital  hope  to  attract  and  keep  on  its 
staff  men  of  the  type  that  it  needs  to  carry  on  its  work. 

Mrs.  Ernest  E.  Irons,  president  of  the  Woman's 
Board,  reported  that  in  the  past  year  the  Board 
had  contributed  to  the  work  of  the  Hospital  ap- 
proximately $23,000  for  various  purposes,  of  which 
the  cost  of  the  Social  Service  Department  and  the 
maintenance  of  the  Library  amounted  to  $10,700. 

Dr.  George  W.  Duvall,  superintendent  of  the 
Central  Free  Dispensary,  commented  on  the  work 
done  in  the  Dispensary  during  the  year,  saying  it 
would  not  have  been  possible  were  it  not  for  the 
men  on  the  faculty  of  Rush  Medical  College,  whose 
services  are  given  free.  The  Dispensary  had  186,665 
visits  during  the  year,  of  which  80%  were  free  of 
charge;  29,607  individuals  were  cared  for,  at  an 
average  cost  of  62c  per  visit. 

The  Reverend  Russell  L.  Dicks,  chaplain,  stated 
that  Presbyterian  was  the  ninth  hospital  with  which 
he  had  been  connected  either  as  chaplain  or  as  a 
patient,  and  that  he  had  never  seen  one  where  the 
morale  of  the  employees  was  as  high  as  it  is  at 
The  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

Mr.  McKinlay  called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  annual  meeting  comes  at  an  unfortunate  time — 
usually  before  the  auditors  can  complete  the  audit 
for  (he  preceding  year  and  at  a  time  when  a  number 
of  the  members  find  it  difficult  to  attend.  Thereupon 
a  resolution  offered  by  Mr.  Carton  was  passed 
changing  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Hospital  and  the  Board  of  Managers  to  the  first 
Wednesday  in  May,  beginning  in  1940,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 
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I  REGRET  to  say  that  in  a  business  way  things  did 
not  go  so  well  in  the  Hospital  in  1938  as  in  the 
previous  year.  This,  no  doubt,  was  the  reflection 
of  the  general  business  conditions  of  1938.  Briefly, 
contributing  factors  were: 

—  a  reduced  volume  of  business — especially  in  the 
private  rooms,  where  we  must  look  for  a  large 
part  of  our  revenue; 

—  increased  expenses — entirely  in  the  professional 
end  of  it;  and 

—  reduced  income,  due  to  lower  interest  and  divi- 
dend rates. 

The  result  was  a  net  loss  for  the  year  of  $60,425, 
as  compared  with  a  profit  of  $21,942,  before  setting 
up  reserves,  in  the  previous  year. 

During  the  first  half  of  the  year  expenses  rapidly 
increased.  For  instance,  in  January  1938  the  oper- 
ating cost  per  patient  day  was  $9.56,  compared  with 
$8.44  the  year  before,  and  it  went  steadily  up  until 
May;  measures  were  taken  to  decrease  the  cost,  and 
it  ended  up  in  December  1938  as  $9.53,  as  compared 
with  $11.16  for  the  same  month  a  year  before.  For 
the  entire  year,  however,  the  average  cost  per  patient 
day  was  $9.56,  compared  with  $9.01  the  previous 
year.  As  one  looks  back,  the  drastic  cuts  that  we 
made  in  expenses  about  the  middle  of  the  year  might 
have  been  accomplished  earlier,  but  the  necessity 
for  them  would  not  have  been  so  plain,  and  there- 
fore the  necessary  cooperation,  that  was  so  effec- 
tive when  we  did  make  them,  might  not  have  been 
so  freely  forthcoming. 

The  picture  of  almost  every  business  during  1938 
is  clearly  reflected  in  the  amount  of  our  charity 
work.  Whereas  in  1937  21.6%  of  our  total  patient 
days  was  charity,  in  1938  the  percentage  was  25.7. 
In  other  words,  charity  work  increased  and,  at  the 
same  time  and  for  the  same  reason,  paid  work  de- 
creased. 

This  is  a  matter  that  may  well  enlist  the  interest 
of  the  churches  of  the  Chicago  Presbytery.  It  has 
been  the  mission  of  the  church  through  the  ages 
to  take  care  of  the  sick,  and  we  feel  our  Hospital 
has  not  presented  its  work  effectively  enough  to  the 
Presbyterian  churches  or  we  would  have  profited 
even  more  than  we  have  from  collections  made  in 
those  churches.  In  1937,  mil  of  120  churches  in  the 
Chicago  Presbytery,  32  contributed  $3,695,  whereas

in  1938,  28  collected  $3,242.  We  of  course  do  not 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  many  of  our  other  con- 
tributions come  from  Presbyterians — nor  of  the 
many  demands  that  are  made  upon  churches. 

The  total  of  our  Centenary  Fund  and  individual 
donations  for  1938  was  $14,274;  in  1937,  $13,286. 
Additions  to  endowments  during  1938  amounted  to 
only  $10,145,  as  compared  with  $64,344  in  1937. 
These  figures  do  not  include  Woman's  Board  endow- 
ments in  1938  of  $3,824,  compared  with  $3,658  the 
year  before. 

During  1938  we  spent  in  repairs  and  renewals 
$37,118,  which  includes  the  items  taken  care  of  out 
of  the  fund  of  $20,050  set  apart  from  1937  income. 
The  chief  items  making  up  this  $37,118  are:

The  only  reason  why  the  total  sum  spent  was  not 
larger  is  that  we  had  to  be  more  careful  than  we 
liked  about  our  cash  fund,  owing  to  the  decline  in 
business. 


During  1939  the  following  items  should  be  taken 
care  of: 

—  new  hangers  for  window  washers — 497,  for  Jones 
Building  and  Nurses1  Home 

—  wiring,  plastering,  redecorating,  and  new  floors 
for  Jones  Building  (3rd  and  4th  floors) 

—  refurnishing  of  various  rooms  and  small  wards 

—  new  delivery  and  operating  room  for  Maternity 
Department 

—  new    laboratory    equipment — centrifuge,    rotary 
microtome,  and  photolometer 

—  valves,  etc.  for  Nurses'  Home 

—  coffee  urns  for  kitchen 

—  water  softeners  for  laundry  and  boiler  room. 
The  estimated  cost  of  all  these  is  $28,331,  and  there 
is  a  much  larger  item  still  to  be  mentioned.  It  is 
proposed  to  tear  out  the  Corwith  operating  room  and 
build  that  section  up,  which  will  enlarge  the  X-ray 
department  and  bring  the  obstetrical  department  all 
together  on  one  floor;  place  the  gynecological  rooms 
in  the  Pavilion,  adjoining  the  present  operating 
suite;  provide  central  service  for  the  Jones  Building, 
converting  the  present  kitchens  into  wards  for  pa- 
tients; and  install  a  new  back  elevator  for  the  Jones 
Building.  These  changes  will  give  us  45  more  ward 
beds  for  patients,  and  at  the  same  time  cut  down 
our  overhead  through  centralization  of  the  obstet- 
rical and  X-ray  departments  and  operating  rooms. 
The  cost  of  such  improvements  will  be  approxi- 
mately $150,000. 

The  Medical  Center  Park,  to  which  reference  was 
made  a  year  ago,  is  slowly  becoming  something. 
During  the  coming  summer  it  is  expected  that  the 
area  just  to  the  west  of  us,  running  from  Wood 
Street  to  Ogden  Avenue  and  from  Congress  to 
Harrison  Street — in  other  words,  the  area  directly 


in  front  of  the  Cook  County  Hospital — will  be  land- 
scaped with  trees,  shrubs,  and  grass. 

During  the  year  1938  we  lost  through  death  one 
of  (be  members  of  our  staff,  Dr.  Colder  Lewis 
McWhorter,  and  one  of  the  members  of  our  Board 
of  Managers,  Mr.  Robert  Stevenson,  Jr. 

The  Reverend  E.  N.  Ware  has  resigned  as  chap- 
lain of  the  Hospital,  after  twenty-six  years  of  fruitful 
service.  It  is  hard  to  think  of  a  more  worthwhile 
ministry  than  he  has  been  privileged  to  render  and 
we  to  receive  all  these  years.

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ON  March  18,  1939,  Presbyterian  Hospital  cele- 
brated the  arrival  of  the  17,000th  baby  born 
under  its  roof  since  the  Hospital  was  established. 
This  baby  was  a  boy  born  to  Mrs.  William  J.  Dick- 
son, daughter  of  the  late  Reverend  Frank  W.  Bible, 
Presbyterian  missionary  in  China  for  18  years  and 
for  several  years  a  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions. 

In  addition  to  the  17,000  babies  born  in  the 
Hospital,  20,261  babies  had  been  delivered  in  homes 
by  the  Out-Patient  Obstetrical  Service  maintained 
jointly  by  the  Hospital,  Rush  Medical  College,  and 
Central  Free  Dispensary — a  total  of  37,261  babies 
assisted   into   the  world  by  Presbyterian   Hospital! 

That  life  begins  safely  in  Presbyterian  Hospital 
and  in  homes  served  by  the  out-patient  staff  is  proved 
by  the  fact  that  in  a  total  of  1,323  births  in  1938 
only  one  mother  died — a  patient  who  had  an  incur- 
able disease  unrelated  to  childbirth.  Records  over  a 
period  of  years  reveal  only  five  maternal  deaths  in 
the  last  6,071  live  births  in  the  Hospital  and  out- 
patient service — a  maternal  death  rate  of  only  .82 
per  1,000  live  births,  less  than  one-third  of  the 
Chicago  rate  of  2.7  per  1,000  in  1938  and  only 
one-sixth  of  the  national  rate  of  4.9  per  1,000  in 
1937   (the  latest  statistics  available). 

Motherhood  is  safe  for  mothers  in  Presbyterian 
Hospital  and  in  district  homes  served  by  the  out- 
patient obstetrical  department  because  the  Hospital, 
Rush  Medical  College,  and  Central  Free  Dispensary 
cooperate  in  a  program  embracing  adequate  prenatal 
and  postnatal  care  and  sound  obstetrical  procedures. 

Since  1920  the  Hospital,  with  the  cooperation  of 
Rush  Medical  College,  has  maintained  in  the  first 
floor  examining  rooms  prenatal  and  postnatal  clinics 
lor  patients  registered  under  the  house  obstetrical 
service  plan,  which  includes  ten  days'  hospitaliza- 
tion on  a  basis  within  the  means  of  persons  of  small 
income.  Last  year  637  house  obstetrical  patients 
were  admitted  for  hospitalization,  while  prenatal  and 
postnatal  visits  totaled  5,787. 

Private  patients  of  obstetrical  staff  members  re- 
ceive prenatal  care  at  the  offices  of  their  physicians, 
coming  to  the  hospital  for  prenatal  examinations  or 
consultations  when  deemed  necessary. 


Obstetrical  out-patients  receive  prenatal  and  post- 
natal care  in  clinics  at  Central  Free  Dispensary, 
where  registrations  for  home  obstetrical  care  are 
received  from  those  unable  to  pay  a  private  physi- 
cian. Clinic  visits  of  651  mothers  numbered  2,542 
in  1938.  In  so  far  as  funds  and  facilities  permit, 
Presbyterian  Hospital  provides  free  beds  for  out- 
patients whose  condition  at  the  time  of  delivery  or 
during  the  prenatal  period  requires  hospitalization. 
Although  there  are  no  endowed  beds  in  the  maternity 
department,  many  lives  have  been  saved  by  free 
hospitalization   of  mothers. 

Not  only  does  Presbyterian  Hospital  have  a  grati- 
fying record  in  keeping  mothers  alive,  but  through 
improved  procedures  the  newborn  death  rate  in 
both  hospital  and  out-patient  services  has  been  re- 
duced greatly  in  recent  years. 

For  the  last  nine  years  infant-size  respirators 
(iron  lungs)  have  been  used  here  to  resuscitate  new- 
born babies  and  aid  the  breathing  function  until  it 
becomes  normal.  Oxygen  also  is  administered  as 
needed,  and  enough  oxygen  to  float  a  small  Zep- 
pelin is  used  by  newborn  babies  each  year. 

Each  baby  born  in  the  Hospital  is  placed  imme- 
diately under  the  care  of  the  pediatric  department. 
Babies  delivered  in  homes  by  the  out-patient  staff 
are  visited  by  a  hospital  pediatrician  within  a  few 
hours  after  birth.  When  his  condition  demands  it  a 
baby  born  at  home  is  brought  to  the  Hospital, 
usually  in  our  portable  incubator. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  have  mothers  nurse  their 
babies.  If  the  breast  milk  of  the  mother  is  insufficient, 
the  baby  is  given  milk  from  the  breast  milk  station 
which  the  Hospital  has  operated  for  the  last  eleven 
years.  Weak  babies  are  fed  by  dropper  or  stomach 
tube  if  unable  to  nurse  and,  when  available,  his  own 
mother's  milk  is  given  such  a  baby,  an  electric  breast 
pump  being  used  in  these  cases.  If  artificial  feeding 
is  necessary  the  formulas  are  prepared  in  the  John 
Simpson,  Jr.  Milk  Laboratory,  which  affords  every 
facility  for  scientific  preparation  of  feedings. 

If  the  temperature  of  a  newborn  baby  is  below 
normal  (98.6  to  99  degrees),  he  cannot  survive  long 
unless  measures  are  taken  to  keep  him  sufficiently 
warm.   Many   newborn   babies  are  placed   in   incu-

bators  for  the  first  twenty-four  hours  of  life,  or  until 
their  temperature  has  been  normal  for  at  least  ten 
hours.  Premature  and  other  immature  babies  may 
require  incubator  care  for  several  weeks  or  months. 
To  save  the  lives  of  such  babies,  the  Hospital  has 
maintained  for  several  years  a  special  incubator 
ward  on  its  infants'  floor. 

Recently  a  new  nursery  for  premature  and  im- 
mature babies  was  equipped,  and  is  the  only  one  of 
its  kind  in  Chicago.  In  fact,  the  completely  enclosed, 
air-conditioned  cubicles,  which  have  been  installed 
and  are  now  in  use,  were  designed  by  the  superin- 
tendent in  collaboration  with  the  pediatric  depart- 
ment of  the  Hospital.  Each  cubicle  is  an  incubator 


unit  large  enough  to  contain  all  equipment  for  the 
complete  care  of  the  infant,  who  need  never  be 
removed  from  his  little  house  until  he  is  ready  to 
be  taken  home.  Six  nurses,  working  in  three  shifts, 
are  needed  to  care  for  the  babies  housed  in  this 
nursery,  pictures  of  which  arc  shown  on  page  21. 
Among  the  many  premature  babies  cared  for  in 
Presbyterian  Hospital  in  recent  years  were  a  num- 
ber whose  birth  weights  ranged  from  fort)  ounces 
to  three  and  one-half  pounds,  and  who  now  arc 
normal,  healthy  youngsters,  as  arc  also  man)  other 
prematures  who  were  not  so  small  at  birth.  Any  baby 
who  weighs  less  than  five  pounds  eight  ounces  is 
classed  as  premature  and  usually  requires  special  care.

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THE  two  little  girls  pictured  here  do  not  know 
much  about  hospital  endowments  but  they  do 
know  that  the  plaque  on  the  door  of  Room  335 
bears  the  name  of  their  great-grandfather.  When 
they  grow  a  little  older  they  will  come  to  understand 
and  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  the  $10,000  given  in 
1889  in  memory  of  Henry  Corwith  has  helped  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  all  the  years  since  to  carry  on  its 
ceaseless  ministry  to  the  sick  and  injured.  They  will 
realize  that  each  year  the  income  from  this  gift  has 
been  a  factor  in  providing  hospitalization  for  those 
who  could  not  have  had  it  otherwise.  Only  because 
of  this  and  other  endowments  given  to  perpetutate 
honorable  names  has  Presbyterian  Hospital  been 
enabled  to  carry  on  its  far-flung  program  of  life 
saving  and  medical  teaching.

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THE  first  Hospital  building,  completed  in  1884, 
was  named  for  Dr.  Joseph  Presley  Ross.  Three 
years  later  a  wing  was  added  in  memory  of  Dr.  R. 
C.  Hamill,  from  funds  contributed  by  Dr.  Ross, 
Cyrus  H.  McCormick,  Jr.,  and  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church.  The  Daniel  A.  Jones  Memorial  Building, 
erected  in  1888  and  dedicated  in  April  1889,  was 
made  possible  by  his  bequest  and  gifts  by  his  heirs. 
Through  the  generosity  of  many  friends  of  the  Hos- 
pital, the  Private  Pavilion  was  built  in  1908  and 
enlarged  later.  The  Jane  Murdoch  Memorial  Build- 
ing, erected  in  1912,  was  the  gift  of  Thomas  Murdoch 
in  memory  of  his  sister.  The  Sprague  Home  for 
Nurses  was  erected  in  1913  as  "a  memorial  for  two 
lives  which  were  unusually  and  beautifully  close," 
by  gifts  from  the  friends  of  0.  S.  A.  Sprague  and 
the  estate  of  Albert  A.  Sprague,  and  a  bequest  from 
Mrs.  A.  A.  Sprague. 

The  Corwith  Operating  Room 

The  Frank  B.  Corwith  Operating  Room,  in  which 
the  picture  on  page  4  was  taken,  was  named  by 
reason  of  a  gift  made  in  1894  by  Mrs.  Henry  Corwith. 
Many  of  the  world's  leading  surgeons  have  performed 
operations  in  this  room.  Thousands  of  medical  stu- 
dents and  visiting  physicians  and  surgeons  have 
attended  clinics  held  there. 

Among  the  improvements  for  which  plans  have 
been  drawn  and  for  which  funds  are  needed  are  a 
new  gynecological  operating  room  and  a  new  birth 
room  in  the  maternity  department.  These  and  other 
improvements  afford  opportunities  for  memorial  gifts 
that  will  live  on  in  service  to  uncounted  patients 
for  years  to  come. 

Memorial  Funds  and  Gifts 

Endowments  for  specified  purposes  are  designated 
as  Memorial  Funds  and  named  as  desired  by  the 
donor.  Memorial  gifts  to  the  general  endowment 
fund  or  to  be  expended  currently  for  specified  pur- 
poses, such  as  equipment,  furnishings,  etc.,  also 
afford  opportunities  to  honor  the  names  of  dear  ones 
by  assisting  the  Hospital  in  its  work. 


Endowment  funds  and  current  gifts,  designated 
for  that  purpose,  provided  in  1938  a  total  of  1,506 
days  of  special  nursing  care  to  1,256  seriously  ill 
ward  patients  who  lacked  means  to  pay  a  private 
nurse  for  care  required.  One  full-time  and  one  part- 
time  nurse,  supported  by  the  Luella  Pearson  Molloy 
Fund,  gave  a  total  of  438  days'  care  to  379  patients; 
the  Helen  B.  North  Nurse  gave  236  days  to  191 
patients;  the  Ernest  A.  Hamill  Nurse,  244  days,  185 
patients;  the  Gladys  Foster  Nurse,  271  days,  230 
patients ;  and  the  T.  Kenneth  Boyd  Maintained  Nurse, 
288  days,  244  patients.  A  gift  of  $100  from  "a 
grateful  patient''  provided  special  nursing  care  at 
critical  times  for  23  other  patients. 

Among  recent  gifts  for  special  purposes  was 
$2,000,  contributed  in  September  1937  by  Herbert 
E.  Bell  to  provide  free  hospitalization  for  patients 
designated  by  Dr.  Post  and  Dr.  David. 

Blood  Transfusion  Fund 

Through  the  Blood  Transfusion  Fund,  started  by 
Mrs.  E.  R.  LeCount  in  1935  by  a  gift  of  $1,000  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  Dr.  LeCount,  many  needy 
persons  have  been  provided  with  blood  transfusions. 
Miss  Gracia  M.  F.  Barnhart  has  contributed  $500 
to  this  Fund  in  memory  of  her  parents,  and  small 
donations  have  been  received  from  others.  To  safe- 
guard all  patients  who  may  need  blood  transfusions 
and  may  not  be  able  to  obtain  a  volunteer  donor 
having  the  correct  type  of  blood,  the  Hospital  lab- 
oratory keeps  on  file  a  list  of  at  least  145  profes- 
sional donors,  whose  blood  has  been  typed  and  who 
are  available  on  short  notice.  The  Blood  Transfusion 
Fund  is  used  to  pay  such  donors  when  patients  lack 
funds  for  this  purpose.  Additional  contributions  to  this 
Fund  and  for  other  special  purposes  are  needed  greatly. 
Hospital  Endowments  as  of  December  31,  1938, 
whether  for  Memorial  Rooms,  Beds,  Funds,  or  other 
purposes,  are  listed  on  pages  26  and  27.  Additions 
to  endowments  and  contributions  for  current  ex- 
penditure received  during  1938  are  included  in 
the  financial  reports  printed  on  pages  24,  25  and 
(Woman's  Board)  37,  38.

M.  Helena  McMillan 

M.  Helena  McMillan  organized  The  School  of  Nurs- 
ing of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  1903,  and  in 
the  thirty-five  years  that  followed  she  builded  well 
on  that  foundation.  On  her  retirement,  in  October 
1938,  she  was  made  Director  Emeritus  of  the 
School.  The  following  tribute  from  the  Board  of 
Managers  expresses  something  of  the  esteem  in 
which  she  is  held: 

"A  pioneer  in  nursing  education,  she  was  ap- 
pointed in  1903  to  organize  our  School.  A  leader 
of  constant  and  undiminishing  ideals  and  vision, 
she  ever  sought,  in  the  School  and  in  the  Hospital, 
the  improvement  of  nursing  service 
by  raising  intellectual  standards 
for  students  and  graduates  alike 
without  belittling  the  more  hum- 
ble functions  of  her  profession 
in  caring  for  the  sick  however 
necessitous  they  might  be.  More 
than  fifteen  hundred  young 
women  have  graduated

tional.  Whatever  reputation  the  School  may  have 
for  excellence  of  instruction,  or  the  Hospital  may 
have  for  worth  of  nursing  service,  is  in  large  mea- 
sure the  result  of  her  endeavors.  National  recogni- 
tion, culminating  in  the  award  to  her  in  1936  of 
the  Walter  Burns  Saunders  Medal  Tor  distinguished 
service  in  the  cause  of  nursing/  has  reflected  glory 
upon  both  School  and  Hospital.  She  has  been  re- 
sponsive to  technical  changes  in  medical  care,  and 
considerate  of  our  responsibilities  as  trustees." 

Associates  of  Miss  McMillan  in  the  Hospital  and 
School  honored  her  at  a  number  of  farewell  events. 
At  the  annual  Alumnae  Association  luncheon  she 
was  presented  with  a  check  for  $1,503,  representing 
a  gift  of  a  dollar  for  each  of  the  1,503  graduates. 
The  honorary  president,  president,  and  past  presi- 
dents of  the  Woman's  Board  gave  a  farewell  tea  at 
the  Fortnightly  Club,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
January  1939  Miss  McMillan  was  made  an  honorary 
member  of  the  board. 

During  the  thirty-five  years  in  which  Miss 
McMillan  directed  the  nursing  service,  more  than 
300,000  patients  were  admitted.  Graduates  of  the 
School  have  given  nursing  care  to  uncounted  other 
thousands  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 

Nothing  could  better  symbolize  how  the  torch 
carried  by  M.  Helena  McMillan  has  lighted  kindred 
flames  in   the  lives   of  hundreds  of  young  women 
than  does  the  candlelighting  ceremony  participated 
in  by  student  nurses.  At  the  end  of  their  first  six 
months  in  the  School,  those  who  have  shown  evi- 
dence of  a  general  fitness  for  nursing,  good  health, 
and   ability   to   carry  the   didactic   courses   are   ac- 
cepted for  the  remainder  of  the  three-year  course. 
This  milestone  is  celebrated 
by  exercises  in  which  each  pre- 
liminary student  receives 
her   nurse's   cap   from  an 
upper  classman.  An  impres- 
iive  candlelighting  ceremony 
follows,  in  which  an  up- 
per classman  lights  a  candle

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NEW        DIRECTOR        OF        SCHOOL       IS       APPOINTED 


MISS  DOROTHY  ROGERS  has  been  appointed 
director  of  The  School  of  Nursing  amWill 
take  over  her  duties  here  the  first  of  September.  In 
the  meantime,  the  responsibility  rests  with  two  loyal 
and  capable  women  under  whose  guidance  the 
school  program  and  nursing  service  are  holding  to 
the  high  level  of  excellence  that  we  like  to  call  our 
standard.  Miss  May  L.  Russell,  dean  of  students,  is 
acting  director  of  the  School,  and  Miss  Harriett  L. 
Forrest,  assistant  superintendent  of  nurses,  has 
charge  of  the  Hospital  nursing  service. 

Miss  Rogers  is  no  stranger  to  the  School  and  Hos- 
pital, and  she  brings  to  her  task  broad  educational 
preparation  and  wide  administrative  experience  in 
other  institutions.  A  graduate  of  Wellesley,  she  re- 
ceived her  diploma  from  our  School  of  Nursing  in 
1921,  and  later  a  Master  of  Arts  degree  in  adminis- 
tration of  nursing  schools  from  Columbia  University. 
From  1922  to  1925  she  was  assistant  superintendent 
of  nurses  at  Washington  Boulevard  Hospital,  Chi- 
cago; then,  assistant  director  of  the  School  of  Nurs- 
ing of  Washington  University,  and  superintendent 
of  nurses  in  Barnes  Hospital,  St.  Louis,  1926-1930; 
professor  of  nursing  and  director  of  the  John  Sealy 
College  of  Nursing  of  the  University  of  Texas, 
Galveston,  1931-1935;  assistant  professor  of  nurs- 
ing education,  University  of  Chicago,  since  1935. 

For  several  years  Miss  Rogers  has  been  a  member 


of  the  graduate  committee  of  consultants  for  The 
School  of  Nursing.  She  is  a  member  of  the  Illinois 
State  Nurses'  Association,  and  since  1936  has  been 
president  of  the  Illinois  League  of  Nursing  Education.

THE  Helena  McMillan  Educational  Fund  was  cre- 
ated by  the  Alumnae  Association  of  our  School  of 
Nursing  in  October  1938,  to  safeguard  and  perpet- 
uate Miss  McMillan's  ideals  and  standards  of  nurs- 
ing education.  Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
Alumnae  Association  and  the  Hospital  Woman's 
Board  the  total  sum  has  reached  almost  five  thou- 
sand dollars.  This  Fund  is  and  always  will  be  under 
the  direct  control  of  the  Alumnae  Association  and 
is  to  be  used  only  for  the  educational  advancement 
of  our  School  of  Nursing  and  its  graduates. 

There  could  be  no  more  fitting  way  for  our  gradu- 
ates and  their  friends  to  demonstrate  their  loyalty  to 
Miss  McMillan  and  their  appreciation   of  her  lire- 


less  efforts  in  behalf  of  our  school's  traditions  and 
policies  of  nursing  education  than  by  pledging  their 
support  to  the  steady  growth  of  this  Fund. 

Among  the  many  other  projects  being  supported 
by  the  Alumnae  Association  may  be  named  the  Mary 
M.  Byrne  Memorial  Fund,  the  Sick  Benefit  and  Loan 
Fund,  the  Scholarship  Fund,  the  School  Library 
Fund,  the  Alumnae  News  Letter,  and  the  Weeks  of 
Free  Care  Fund.  The  last  named  is  used  to  help  sup- 
port the  Nurses'  Cottage  at  The  Edward  Sanatorium 
in  Naperville,  which  some  of  our  members  have  had 
occasion  to  use  for  many  weeks  in  the  past  few  years.

REPORT      OF      THE      SCHOOL      OF      NURSING 


MISS  McMILLAN,  who  had  guided  the  destiny 
of  this  school  since  its  organization,  retired 
last  fall.  We  miss  her  deeply. 

Forty-five  students  were  graduated  in  October, 
bringing  the  total  number  of  graduates  to  1,503.  At 
the  end  of  1938  the  School  had  an  enrolment  of 
150,  including  73  advanced  and  77  preliminary  stu- 
dents. The  spring  class  enrolment  is  now  closed 
and  we  are  forming  a  class  to  enter  in  the  fall. 

The  nature  of  a  hospital  makes  the  planning  of 
its  work  very  difficult:  crowded  today,  light  next 
week — and  no  way  of  foretelling  which  situation 
must  be  met.  The  nursing  service  in  the  Hospital 
was  carried  in  1938  by  an  average  of  140  graduate 
nurses  and  64  student  nurses.  A  daily  average  of 
59  graduate  nurses  gave  a  total  of  21,348  days  of 
private  duty  to  Hospital  patients. 

To  gain  experience,  student  nurses  gave  a  total 
of  4,324  days'  service  in  affiliated  work  as  follows: 
Central  Free  Dispensary,  1,107  days;  Out-Patient 
Obstetrical  Department,  487  days;  Prenatal  Clinic 
in  Hospital,  491  days;  Baby  Clinic  at  Central  Free 
Dispensary,  75  days;  Municipal  Contagious  Disease 
Hospital,  1,531  days;  Neurological  and  Psychiatric 
Departments  of  Cook  County  Hospital,  453  days; 
Visiting  Nurse  Association   of  Chicago,   200  days. 

As  in  other  years,  there  are  many  friends  to  thank 
for  their  kindness.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  the 


Woman's  Board  of  the  Hospital  and  to  the  Alumnae 
Association  of  the  School  for  their  lively  interest 
and  the  material  assistance  it  has  meant:  they  have 
generously  supported  the  Library  and,  with  other 
friends,  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  a  new  rug 
in  the  reception  room;  the  Woman's  Board  has  pro- 
vided scholarships  and  loans;  its  School  Committee 
has  maintained  our  student  chorus  under  the  able 
direction  of  Mr.  Robert  Birch;  and  there  are  many 
other  ways  in  which  they  have  been  helpful.  Mrs. 
Ernest  A.  Hamill  again  sent  us  her  Christmas  check. 
Mr.  A.  T.  Carton  and  others  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers gave  us  season  tickets  to  the  symphony  con- 
certs. Other  friends  provided  additional  musical 
opportunities  and  contributed  books  and  periodicals 
to  the  Library.  It  would  take  too  long  to  name  all 
those  who  have  made  their  interest  felt,  but  we  are 
grateful  to  every  one.  Particularly  we  should  like 
to  express  appreciation  to  the  Medical  Staff  for  their 
lectures  and  assistance  in  teaching;  to  Rush  Medical 
College  for  the  classrooms  and  instructors  provided 
us;  to  Dr.  L.  C.  Gatewood,  the  School  physician, 
and  Dr.  E.  M.  Miller  and  others  of  the  Staff  for 
the  many  hours  of  care  given  our  household;  to 
the  administrative  staff  of  the  Hospital  for  their 
steadfast  cooperation;  and  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  their  understanding  support.

KEEPING      THEM      ALIVE      IS      NOT      ENOUGH 


THE  life-saving  work  done  by  the  Hospital  Medical 
Staff,  assisted  by  nursing  and  technical  person- 
nel, often  must  be  supplemented  with  social  treat- 
ment in  order  that  the  greatest  possible  benefit  may 
result  from  hospitalization.  The  Social  Service  De- 
partment, supported  by  the  Woman's  Board,  assists 
patients  in  working  out  their  problems  to  this  end. 
Much  of  the  effort  of  the  medical  social  workers 
centers  around  the  welfare  of  mothers  and  children. 
One  important  phase  embraces  cooperation  with  the 
obstetrical  staff  in  the  interest  of  expectant  mothers 
who  register  for  prenatal,  maternity,  and  postnatal 
care  under  the  plan  which  includes  ten  days'  hos- 
pitalization on  a  basis  within  the  means  of  persons 
of  small  income.  All  children  admitted  as  free  or 
part-free  patients  are  known  to  the  Social  Service 
Department.  In  many  instances  assistance  is  given 
in  making  needed  adjustments  in  the  home  in  prepa- 
ration for  the  child's  return ;  often  arrangements  are 
made  for  post-hospital  care  in  convalescent  institu- 
tions or  boarding  homes.  Each  summer  many  former 
child  patients  in  special  need  of  outings  are  sent  to 
suitable  camps  through  arrangement  with  other 
agencies. 

Medical  social  workers  also  give  special  attention 
to  problems  of  adolescent  patients  in  need  of  advice 
or  assistance.  Many  of  the  adult  patienls  admitted 
for  free  or  part-free  care  are  known  to  the  depart- 
ment, which  is  of  service  in  such  ways  as  may  be 


needed.  Frequently  an  entire  family  is  embraced  in 
the  program  of  social  treatment  in  order  that  hos- 
pitalization of  one  or  more  members  may  prove  of 
lasting  benefit. 

The  Hospital  Social  Service  Department  cooper- 
ates closely  with  the  Social  Service  Department  of 
Central  Free  Dispensary,  avoiding  duplication  of 
effort  in  behalf  of  free  patients  referred  to  the  Hos- 
pital by  the  Dispensary.  The  department  also  co- 
operates with  numerous  other  agencies  and  institu- 
tions which  refer  patienls  to  the  Hospital  or  which 
may  be  of  service  to  outgoing  patients. 

Hundreds  of  child  patients  received  free  care  last 
year  in  the  nine  Cheer  Up  and  three  Tag  Day  beds 
endowed  through  the  efforts  of  the  Woman's  Board. 
Forty-three  Sunday  schools  and  other  generous 
friends  gave  $1,586  to  the  Cheer  Up  Bed  Fund,  com- 
pleting the  $5,000  endowment  for  the  ninth  bed 
and  leaving  a  balance  toward  the  tenth  bed. 

The  recently  established  Babies  Alumni  Fund, 
which  is  to  support  a  free  bed  in  the  maternity 
department,  was  increased  by  .$320  through  con- 
tributions from  parents  and  other  relatives  of  babies 
born  in  the  Hospital. 

Cifts  to  the  Endowed  Nurse  Fund,  described  on 
page  30,  totaled  $415. 

The  Hospital  Library,  supported  h\  the  Woman's 
Board,  served  an  average  of  300  patients  a  month, 
circulating   20,7()1    hooks   and    periodicals    In    1()38. 
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Volunteer  workers  and  donations  of  clothing  were 
provided  for  the  Baby  Clinic  at  Central  Free  Dis- 
pensary, where  during  the  year  the  health  of  918 
babies  was  safeguarded. 

Other  work  of  the  Woman's  Board  in  1938  in- 
cluded: $1,000  toward  salaries  of  staff  nurses  and 
an  instructor  in  nursing,  six  scholarships  and  nine 
loans  for  student  nurses,  salary  of  a  music  director 
for   the   student   chorus,   reference   books   for   the 


school  library,  and  other  assistance  to  The  School 
of  Nursing;  cooperation  with  the  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion in  establishing  the  Helena  McMillan  Educational 
Fund  (described  on  page  33),  for  which  the  board 
obtained  gifts  from  the  Board  of  Managers,  Medical 
Staff,  and  its  own  members  totaling  $2,326;  sewing 
for  the  Hospital  and  for  needy  patients,  donations 
of  delicacies  and  jelly  for  ward  patients,  and  assis- 
tance to  the  Hospital  in  numerous  other  ways.
